Would Help His Finances.

State Senator Tested Law. 

The decision was given in a test

Law Carefully Violated. 

To make the test case Monroe 
held a private horse racing meet 
near Collinsville on three nights. 
last. November. Bets were made 
and every section of the law was 
violated as radically as possible. 

When informations charging the 
violations were filed in County 
Court, Monroe filed .a motion to 
quash. Probate Judge Crossman 
overruled the motion, whereupon 


sefitenced to serve four days in 
jafl. He then appealed from the 
decision of the court in failing to 
sustain his motion to quash. 

At the time, it was said to be the 
understanding of counsel that Mon- 
roe would net have to serve his 
term if the Supreme Court’s deci-

For the ordinary pari-m 
meet, the sum of $100,000 (ap- 
proximately) must be handled 
each day at 10 per cent take out, 
for the promoters to make a little 
money. 

For a $100, 000-a-day turn- 
over in the mutuel, during a card 
of eight races, such as prevailed 
at Fairmount last fall, an actual 
betting bank roll of $20,000 must 
be available at the start. 
For the sake of simplicity, 
suppose the $20,000 is bet 
on the first race. There would 
remain as a betting bank roll 
after the 10 per cent had been 
deducted, only $18,000. Ten per 
cent commission on the second 
race would leave a $16,200 bank 
roll for the third race, $13,580 to 
start the fourth rac, and so on 
down. By the time the eighth 
race was on the public’s Betting 
bank roll would be reduced to 
$8910, of which the public would 
get back only $8019.
